Bankers Want Finance Taken Up. 


Since thst tims the opinion that the 
conference would be endangered by the 
introduction of the financial question 
seems to have been considerably modi- 
fied. To what extent the views of 
American bankers have been impressed 
upon the Administration is not known, 
but the attitude of a number of the 
most influentlal among them is well 
understood here.

Into this subject 
enters the financial condition of France 
and other countries which are basing 
their budg2ts on the expectation of Ger- 
many’s discharge of her reparation lia- 
bilities. That situation has, in turn, an 
important bearing on the effort to bring 
about a Umitation of naval and land 
armament, which is the primary object 
of the corference. 

President Harding is taking steps to 
obtain the enactment of the pending 
legislation in Congress providing for 
the refunding of the allied debt to the 
United: States. All the indications are 
that the purpose of pressing for the en- 


| actment of the measure is to enable the 


Administration to enter negotiations 
with the allied representatives at the 
Washington conference for an adjust- 
ment of their obligations to the United 
States on such terms as will best meet 
their ability to pay.

May Meet French ObjJections. 


A widespread impression prevails that 
France will be a stumbling block to the 
econference’s success on account of her 
insistence that she cannot reduce her 
army materially unless she has security 
from any aggressive movement by Ger- 
many. That was the French policy at 
the Paris Peace Conference, and it has 
not been changed. 

It is everywnere conceded, howeyer, 
that there is not the slightest chance 
that the United States will ratify the 
treaty of defensive alliance signed at 
Paris by President Wilson and M. | 


Clemenceau, with a similar treaty for 
Great Britain sanctioned by Mr. Lloyd 
George. The Senate ignored this agree- | 
ment, and the devate in that body over 
the League of Nations made its view 
doubly clear. 

In these circumstances the conference 
at Washington will be obliged to seek 
new means of satisfying French fears 
with regard\to Germany. There is some 
reason to believe that the financial as- 
pect will play a part in the effort to 
find a solution of the difficulty which 
the French attitude presents. 

Part of the French Army is supposed 
to be maintained {n order to insure the 
collection of German reparations, and !f 
France could be guaranteed that she 
would lose nothing of what is due her 
from Germany, in whose promises to 
pay she has little faith, this might be 
an inducement for the reduction of 
French land armaments.

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LONDON, Oct. 23.—The latest official | 
news received in London of Charles's | 
movements is that he reached Raab | 
with 15,000 men and expressed his in- | 
tention of marching into Budapest, | 
seventy miles away, at 11 o'clock to-| 
night.

There are, however, two certainties in 
the situation: Charles will never again 
reign as King in Hungary, and he will | 
not receive further asylum in Switzer- 
land.

A joint note to the existing Hungarian

Ministers on Saturday morning. It | 
points out in firm but dignified terms | 
that so long ago as Feb. 1920, the 
Ambassadors’ Conference issued a state- | 
ment that no member of the Hapsburg | 
family would be allowed to reign in 
Hungary again. It is repeated that this | 
implies no attempt on the part of the 
allied powers to dictate the Hungarian 
form of government.

Warren S. Stone, President of the | 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
issued a statement tonight in which he 
charged that failure of the Labor Board 
to protect rail employes’ interests has | 
left them no alternative but that pre- 
sented in the constitutional right to 
retire from the service.’’ 

The statement referred to the freight 
rate reductions ordered by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission yesterday as re-' 
sulting from an emergency effort of the 
railroads to ‘“‘ gain the sympathy of the | 
public in this crisis.’’ 

Mr. Stone said he and his associates 
are ‘‘ patiently waiting for any develop- 
ment that would appear to offer a solu- | 
tion of the situation that confronts us.’’

1,000 to Appear Before Board. 


That the hearing starting before the | 
Labor Board in Chicago on Wednesday— 
the Government's next move in its ef- 
fort to prevent a transportation tie-up— | 
is likely to extend over several days | 
was indicated tonight, when it became:

The statement issued by Mr.

“With regard to the position of the 
employes of the rajlroads at this time, 
We can only say that their representa-! 
tives are patiently waiting for any de-: 
velopment that would appear to offer a} 
solution of the situation that confronts | 
us. 

‘‘We are not now, nor have we ever 
been, desirous of being party to pre-| 
cipitating a strike. But when it is quite; 
apparent that the railroads propose not| 
only to reduce wages but to take away 
from these employes practically all the 
conditions of service that have optained 
for many years and the Railroad Labor 
Board is unable or fails to give us any 
assurance that the interests of the em- 
ployes will be protected from such on- 
slaught on the int:rests that control the 
transportation lines of the country, 
nothing is left for the employes buf to 
stand on their constitutional rights to 
retire from the service of these carriers. | 

‘‘We are advised through the news- 
papere that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has authorized a consider- 
able reduction in freight rates. 

** Notwithstanding the fact that wages 
of railroad employes have been reduced 
12 per cent. since July 1, there was no 
talk about a reduction of freight rates 
until this crisis arose. Now the rail- 
roads are attempting to gain the sym- 
pathy of the public ir this crisis by this 
late reduction of rates. 

“The public never would have re- 
eeived this reduction with the consent 
of the railroads had the railroads not 
been confronted with this emergency.”’ 

Mr. Stone’s reference to the condi- 
tions of service that have obtained for 
many years is, significant in connection 
with a charge made several days ago 
by a railwey labor leader who was di- 
recting the fight to keep the eleven in- 
€ependent unions from joining the broth- 
erhood’s strike. In setting forth his 
reasons why the eleven unions, em- 
bracing virtually every class of railway 
idbor aside from train service, should 
ngt strike at this time, this unfon chief, 
whose name was withheld at his request, 
was quoted in the press substantially, 
as follows: 

“The transportation brotherhoods will 
end the strike just as soon as they have 


gained their ends. The wage question 
fs not the issue with them. They will 
hold out only for the working agree- 
ments they have with the individual 
railroads. If there was a strike, the 
‘Big Five’ union leaders would order 
their men back to work just as soon as 
they received assurance that these 
working agreements would be allowed 
to remain in force another year. And 
we would be left in the lurch.”’ 

Mr. Lee, of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen, tonight issued a state- 
ment in appeal ‘‘to the fairness of the 
American people.’’ It reads: 

“Tt is to be wondered whether the 
public, which is so. insistent in its de- 
mand for a wage reduction, really 
realizes the injustice of its appeal. Real- 
ly, there are more freight brakemen in 
the United States than there are all 
other train and yard service employes 
combined. This class of service and the 

assenger train employes represent the 
owest rates of wages paid, and, re- 
gardizss of the immense monthly wages 
quoted by the railways, they do not, 
with few exceptions, make anything 
like the amounts stated by their em- 
ployers. And it is on these men the 
roposed reduction would fall the heav- 
jest. 

‘*A through freight brakeman is paid 
at the present $4.48 for an cight-hour 
day, or at the rate of 56 cents an hour; 
if the proposed wage cut is made ef- 
fective he will receive 51 cents an hour, 
or $4.08 a day. 

** This class of service and the passen- 
ger service run very close together, the 

mger men having the advantage of 
cents an hour. eal freight and 
yard men receive a slightly higher rate. 

“'This means that the bulk of the 
train service employes receive approxi- | 
mately $27 a week for a six-day week,, 
and whatever is earned above that ; 
amount is through extra service. 

“The service is paid for on a mile- 
age basis, but not on an eight-hour 
pasis except for freight runs that are 
within 100 miles. All runs above 100 
mileg have to run out their mileage on

Southern Pacific President Warns 
Employes Strike Can’t Win. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—Employes 
of the Southern Pacific lines assumed 
an obligation to the public when they 
entered the employ of that organization 
which they owe it to the Government, 
the public and themselves to fulfill, said 
William Sproule, President of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, in a statement ad- 
Gressed to all employes tonight. 


Mr. Sproule reminded tne men of their 
duty to provide for their dependents and 
said that they undoubtedly would have 
difficulty in finding other work if*they 
left the company’s employ. ** Think 
what happened to the striks of other 
days and what became of the strikers,’’ 
he said. 

He said men who went on strike would 
lose pension and seniority rights, the 
latter of which would be acquired by 
those remaining in service or employed 
because of a strike, and asserted:

LOREE SAYS THERE 
WON'T BE A STRIKE

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Rail Unions Will Lose if There Is,

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Oct. 23.—Declar- 
ing that the union lead@@fs were ‘‘ eager 
to save their faces,’’ L. F. Loree, Presi- 
| dent of the Delaware & Hudson Rail- 
| road, said in an address here tonight 
et the Unity Church Forum that he} 
did not believe there would be any na- 
tional railroad strike. 
{ ‘The chances of a strike are very re- 
mote,’’ he said, predicting, however, 
that if the walkout did take place the 
unions would be defeated. 

‘“‘T rather think the railroaders will 


make a mistake,’’ continued Mr. Loree, 
“if they draw their swords. Unless the 
unions change and are willing to obey 
the law as the rest of us have to, they 
will find themselves arrayed against 
public sentiment and they will live to 
| regret it.” 

| The railroad head referred to the suf- 
| fering and distress that would follow a 
strike, asserting that there was nothing 
he would not strive more to avert than 
a walkout. 

High wages paid the railroad men, Mr. 
Loree said, were one of the causes con- 
tributing to present industrial and eco- 
nomic conditions in the United States. 
| He asserted that railroad workers are 
being paid three times as much as they 
received in 1900, and that with the 
wages they get they can purchase 46 
| per cent. more than they could before 
the war. 

‘“Twenty per cent. of the railroads of 
| the country are drifting toward receiver- 
}ship,”’ he said, ‘‘if rates are reduced 
|}and wages are allowed to remain as at 
'present.’’ He sald, however, that neither | 
of the roads with which he is connected 
is in succh danger, and that therefore 
he did not speak from a sense of per- 
sonal anxiety. He also declared that 
the presence of the so-called ** outlaw ”’ 
strikers who lost their jobs a year ago 
would make a great many of the rail- 
jroad workers in any community think 
| twice before they went on strike. 
| The. possibility of a strike being 
| brought about in an effort to restore 
| Government control of the railroads was 
not a factor with the rank and file of 
union men, according to the speaker, 
although, he said, the brotherhood lead- 
ers ‘‘ have pleasant remembrances of 
the soft snap they had while the rail- 
roads were under Federal administra- 
tion. They may have something like 
that in mind again,’’ he added. 

Replying to a question from the audi- 
ence as to whether the railroad com- 
panies desire a strike to bring about the 
open shop, Mr. Loree said: 

‘“The railroads never have had 
closed shop. That is one thing 
| Which the railroad men deserve credit. 
iI have never known a case where a 
| nan had to be dropped because he didn’t 
| belong to some of the unions. There- 
| fore, in the matter of the open shop we 
can’t very well fight for something we 
already have.’’

Board is willing to let the public decide

The report, which characterizes the

cent bystanders.’’ The responsibility for 
these disturbances rested largely, it 
stated, upon the ‘‘ armed strikebreak- 
ers”’ and ‘‘ lawless persons who were 
not apprehended.’’ 

The report says that, although the in- 
vestigation was completed last Fall, 
much time has been consumed in can- 
vassing disputed facts... This had been 
done with thoroughness, it states, ‘‘ that 
was not possible until the heat of con- 
troversy had in a measure subsided.”’

A previously unpublished letter written 
by Theodore Roosevelt to Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, editor-in-chief of The Outlook, |} 
on the subject of the threatened railroad 
strike in 1916 will be printed in The 
Outlook for October 26. The letter is 
as follows: 





‘* September 2, 1916. 
‘*My Dear Doctor Abbott: 

** T hope you liked my speech at Lewis- 
ton. I wish to express my obligation to 
you for the admirable suggestions you 
made to me, and which 1 worked into 
the latter part of the speech. 

‘* Now a word as to the action of Wil- 
son in the railroad strike matter. I had 
prepared an interview to give out, and 
read it to Gilson Gardner, and then on 
talking it over with him and two or 
three others, came to the conclusion 
that it would do no good, and might 
embarrass Hughes, and might also in- 
terfere with Wilson and yet without 
accomplishing anything myself. In case 
of doubt as whether to speak or remain 
silent, it is better to be silent, so I kept 
silence. Gut I feel very deeply and 
very indignantly at what Mr. Wilson 
has done. I think it is as foolish and 
} as wicked to back any labor union which 
is wrong as to back any great corpora- 
tion which is wrong. It makes no dif- 
|} ference to the State whether we suffer 

from aWhite Terror or a Red Terror; 
| whether the tyranny is that of the min- 

isters of Louis XV, or that of Robes- 
pierre, Danton, and Marat. 

“TI have a right to say what Wilson 
should do; because I would ask him to 
do nothing more than I did at the time 
of the anthracite coal strike.

Board of Health was planning to take 
over the distribution of foodstuffs and 
fuel in event of the emergency. 

‘“‘Tf we must have a strike,’’ he said, 
‘‘New York is ready for it. The stor- 
age houses are bursting with food and 
supplies. The Board of Health will see 
that they are equitably distributed. We 
pray that there may be no strike, be- 
cause the families of the poor and the 
wage earners would suffer first. 

“There is, however, no occasion for 
hysteria or alarm. There should be no 
run on the stores. Nobody should buy 
what he does not need from day to day. 
We can handle the problem better if the 
food is left where it is. It is wicked 
to hoard food.”’ 

Commissioner Copeland said that the 
Board of Health had ample power to 
take charge of the situation under the 
citry charter, and that plans were be- 
ing prepared ‘‘ just exactly as if we ex- 
pected the strike to occur and cut us 
off from the outside world. My of- 
fice,” he said, ‘‘has made surveys of 
foodstuffs and coal and motor trucks. It 
has been assisted by the City Depart- 
ment of Markets and by the State De- 
partment of Farms and Markets. 

‘““There is perfect harmony and co- 
operation on every hand. The Mer- 
chants’ Association has placed gt our 
command its plan for motor trans- 
portation. The milk distributers are 
ready to supply ample milk for house- 
hold use and for babies and invalids. 
The coal merchants and distributers 
have given us their plan. 

“*T> assist the Board of Health in 
administering its large power in case of 
need, I will ask a hundred citizens 
to serve as advisors and assistants. 
This list is made up, representing al! 
walks in life, and included in it are a 
number of labor union leaders. I con- 
sider it their duty to help the Board of 
Health in averting the peril which would 
menace the city «should the strike 
occur.”’ 

He urged office buildings, apart- 
ment houses and factories using the 
small sizes of coal to fill their bins, 
as storage space is Imited in the yards 
and should be used for the larger sizes 
of coal burned by the individual own- 
ers and tenants. The Commissioner said 
that he had just returned from a trip 
to Michigan and Cincinnati, and had 
found that ‘‘ our methods of planning 
for the strike have been adopted there,”’

KELLOGG CONFIRMS 
REPORTS OF FAMINE 


Russian Conditions Have Not 
Been Overdrawn, Says Return- 
ing Relief Investigator. 


AMERICANS IN CONTROL 


No Thefts, 
Interference by Soviets, 
He Found. 


Diversion of Food or 


Reports of Russian famine conditions 
have not been exaggerated, Vernon Kel- 
logg of the American Relief Administra- 
tion, just returned from an extended 
trip through Russia, said yesterday. He | 
accompanied the first food train to the 
famine territory on the Volga and re- 
mained in that region several weeks 
personally investigating conditions. 

“Every American has a right to ask 
two questions in regard to Russian re- 
lief,’’ Dr. Kellogg said. ‘‘ One is whether 
the reports of famine conditions have 
been exaggerated. The other is whether | 
food sent by Americans to save chil- 
dren’s lives is likely to be pillaged or} 
diverted to other uses. To both ques- 


| tions I can answer a categorical ‘ No.’ 


‘I have not seen scores of people drop- 
ping dead in the streets, but I have seen 
They sit ther. 
just waiting to die. I saw one woman 
with four children all huddling on a/ 
One of the children died 
under my own eyes. No one had food} 
to give it.” 

Dr. Kellogg said that some farms had | 
produced only one-twentieth of their for- 
mer yield, a few as high as one-fifth, 
because of the drought. He estimated 
this year’s crop in Samara, the great 
grain region, will be totally exhausted 
by January, so that the Russians’ need 
is increasing rather than diminishing. 
The population of the territory in which 
a marked food shortage exists is about 
50,000,000, Dr. Kellogg said. Almost 
1,000, 600 children will be under the care 
of the American Relief Administration 
by the first of the year, he said. 

‘Ten thousand tons of food have al- 
ready been safely and rapidly trans- 
ported from Riga to Moscow and the 
outlying districts,’’ Dr. Kellogg con- 
tinued. ‘‘ We are handling the food just 
as we did in Austria, Poland and other 
Eastern European countries. Americans 
control the supplies from their arrival at 
Riga until they enter the children’s 
kitchens.”’

Storage of Anthracite 
Adds to Production Cost 


NTHRACITE coal comes from a comparatively small section of 
Pennsylvania. In order to produce enough anthracite to supply 
the country’s requirements, the Pennsylvania mines must be kept in 


continuous operation. 


In summer production exceeds demand and it becomes necessary 


to place the surplus in storage. 
productive ability of the mines. 


For these reasons on September 1 the larger 
anthracite companies had about 4,500,000 tons of 
all sizes stored in plants belonging to them be- 
tween the mines and eastern markets. 


In addition to this about 2,000,000 tons of do- 
mestic sizes are carried on western lake docks. 


This coal had to be loaded on cars at the mines, 
freight paid to the storage yards, unloaded and 
placed in storage. When it is sold, the operation 
is reversed, the coal is picked up, screened, reloaded 
on cars and shipped to destination.

$3 a ton. 


The necessity of storing anthracite adds from 60 
cents to $1 a ton to the cost of the coal, depending 
on circumstances. This figure does not include 
interest on money tied up in the coal, nor interest 
on the investment in the storage yards. 


If consumers would take half of their supply 
during spring and summer months the cost of 
storage would be eliminated.

Mme. Elena Gerhardt’s Song Recital. 


Mme. Elena Gerhardt, who had es- 
tablished her reputation here by her 
successive appearances in several sea- 
sons as one of the finest of German 
Lieder singers, returned to the New 
York concert stage last evening in a 
recital in the Town Hall. She last sang 
here publicly in the season of 1916-17. 
That the intervening years, and all that 
happened in them, had lost her no ad- 
mirers was shown by the size and tem- 
per of the audience that greeted her last 
evening, an audience that completely 
filled the hall and that gave her a warm 
welcome as she came upon the stage, 
and was moved to enthusiasm through 
the recital. 

Mme. Gerhardt has channet much in 
personal appearance. Her voice and her 
art have both gained in beauty and ex- 
pressiveness, and her style in repose. 
The voice is of a more sympathetic 
quality throughout its range. Its beauty 
is maintained not only in mezzo voce 
and piano but as well in louder tones, 
even in the upper range, which were 
formerly less pleasant. The abundance 
of temperamental energy that some- 
times led her to a use of the voice do- 
ing injury to its finer qualities no 
longer has that unfavorable result; and

But while the advantages and allure- 
ments just enumerated are sufficient, 
even without Niagara and the Falls of 
the Montnworency, to account for the 
presence of tourists in the Dominion 
curing the Summer season, ordinarily 
these guests are but birds of passage 
and in the early days of September 
usually wing their flight southward. 
This season, however, the case is dif- 
ferent, especially in the Province of 
Quebec. We learn from Montreal and 
Quebec papers that there were not 
only an unusual number of Americans 
in Canada the past Summer, but that 
a greater number than usual are lin- 
gering and at present give no signs of 
leaving. The hotels at Montreal and 
Quebec are full, as at the height of 
the season, and new guests continue 
to arrive daily. 

Of course, it is not incumbent upon 
us to explain why the cities and towns 
of the Province of Quebec seem more 
than ordinarily attractive to Ameri- 
cans the present season. We have 
‘* dilated '’ upon the beauties and pic- 
turesqueness of portions of Canada, 
but it is difficult to believe these are 
the reasons why Americans are linger- 
ing so long in Quebec. Those same 
charms were there in other years, and 


| yet they did not detain visitors much 
| beyond the usual time for their depar- 





ture southward, so that an explana- 
tion must be sought elsewhere.

The school, according to the speaker, 
is the only institution that offers an 
opportunity to the worker to study 


biology, anthropology and higher eco- 
nomics.

Noted Physicians Paid Only Actual 
Cost of Work Filling Gap in 
Health Service. 


Medical treatment by specialists anes 
Persons of n.oderate means is to be 
given at fees which cover merely the 
cost of service, with the opening Nov. 1 
of a model “‘ pay clinic ’’’ at Cornell Uni- | 
versitv Medical College, First Avenue 
and Twenty-seventh Street. The clinic, 
the first of its kind to offer general 
medica] service in this city, is designed 
to meet the needs of persons of moder- 
ate means unable to pay high specialists’ 
fees, but who, because they are not 
paupers, are unable to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of the charity clinics. 

The pay clinic will occupy three floors 
in the wing of the college building for- 
merly occupied by the dispensary. It 
will be open every afternoon from 1:30 | 
until 4 o'clock, except Sundays and holi- 
days. To serve those who cannot afford 
absence from work in the afternoons, 
evening clinics will also be open on 
Tuesdays and Fridays until 7 o'clock. 

The clinics will be under the direction 
of the Cornell medical faculty, which 
includes some of the most distinguished 
physicians and surgeons in New York. 
In the ordinary free dispensary phy- 
sicians are usually asked to give their | 
services without remuneration. Phy- | 
sicians in the pay clinic will be salaried, 
and, according to the announcement, | 
every effort will be made to preserve 
the atmosphere of dignity, privacy and! 
consideration for patients, and the same} 
feeling of personal relationship between } 
physician and patient that characterize 
private practice.

great need of some agency through} 
which diagnosis and treatment by spe-. 
clalists can be brought within the eco-! 
nomic means of persons of ordinary in-| 
come. The great proportion of the city’s} 
Wage earners are self-supporting, but} 
they do not have sufficient margin of 
income to pay the office fees of special-| 
ists. It is estimated that more than} 
two milion persons in Greater New 
York are faced with the alternative of | 
accepting charity or going without the 
skilled medical attention which their) 
condition may demand.

MacFarland Got Rise to Ten | 


Cents for Hearst ‘in Bos- 
ton, He Declares. 


MAYOR KNEW THIS’ FACT 


With Shonts Here, Can- 
didate Declares. 


Henry H. Curran, Coalition candicate 
for Mayor, followed up. yesterday hfs 
charge that Mayor Hylan in secret nego- 
tiations with the “tate Theodore 
| Shonts, President of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company, and Granville 
MacFarland of Boston, representing the 
Hearst interests, safd that the people 
would stand for an increased fare if 
they knew they were going to get the 
benefit. 

‘*T was Interested in this because _it 
| proved that Mr. Hylan’s five-cent fare 
cry was a fundamental fake,”’ said 
Mr. Curran ina statement issued at 
Coalition heacyuarters in the Murray 
Hill Hotel. ‘‘ That is exactly what it is. 

‘* Now, I have looked up this Mr. Mac- 
Farland. I have found out just what 
he did for Mr. Hearst in Bostcn. I 
j have also found out just what he and 
| Mr. Hearst did to the people of Boston. 
|} Mr. Hylan was absoclutely right’ when 
he promised Mr. Shonts that Mr Mac- 
Farlind could get the fare raised far 
the traction companies in New York. 
| That is exactly what Mr. MacFarland 
| did in Boston, only he never stopped 
with 7 on’ but kept on increasing the 
fare until the citizens in that city now 
pay 10 cents where they formerly paid 
orly 5 cents prior to Mr. Hearst's be- 
nevolent interest in their welfare. 

“Hearst waged his fight for a higher 
fare through iis newspaper, The Boston 
American. There was no inask or pre- 
tense about it up there. Mr. Mac- 
Farland carried out Hearst’s orders 
there just as Hylan carries out Hearst's 
crders here. 

‘* Let me quote from an 
The American—I mean Hearst's Boston 
paper, not his New York paper. He is 
playing a deeper game down here. This 
editorial was published early in 1919, 
and it reads as follows: 

‘‘«Tt is not often that The American 
finds itself able to approve of any edi- 
torial position which Lhe Boston Tran- 
script takes, but the comment which 
The Transcript made upon the sugges- 
tion that the contract between the 
State and the elevated concerning the 
5-cent fare be abrogated immediately 
and that the elevated be allowed to 
charge a higher fare with the consent 
of the Public Service Commission before 
the well matured plan of the Public 
| Service Commission for a permanent 
! solution of the street railway problem 
in the metropolitan district is considered, 
is so fair and sound that The American 
is glad to quote it with approval.’ ” 

Mr. Curran said that this was only 
one of many editorials in The Boston 
American advocating the abolition of 
the five-cent fare and the installation of 
ithe trustee system. This was effected 
| by the passage of a bill empowering the 
Governor to appoint five trustees with 
authority to regulate the fare. These 
trustees took office on July 1, 1918, Mr. 
Curran said, and their first act was to 
raise the fare to 7 cents. Governor 
Samuel W. McCall, Mr. Curran said, 
wrote Mr. MacFarland, thanking him 
for his part in putting through this 
plan. 

‘‘There you have the facts,’’ Mr. Cur- 
ran continued. ‘‘ There is the evidence 
that Mayor Hylan actually imagined he 
| could get away with a deal with Shonts 
whereby, in return for concessions on 
the part of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, the company’s agree- 
ment to the trustee system, car fares 
could be raised in this city from 5 cents 
to 7 cents. 

‘““Mr. Hylan and Mr. Shonts had their 
first secret meeting with Mr. MacFar- 
land in August, 1918, according to the 
testimony. At that meeting, when 
Mayor Hylan told the traction magnate 
that Mr. MacFarland would help him 
get a seven-cent fare, those seven-cent 
car fares were already a fact in Boston, 
due to the assistance of this same Mr. 
Mackarland and his mighty patron, 
Mr. Hearst. 

‘*Now, where does Mr. Hylan stand 
with his parrot-like cries of ‘ five-cent 
fare’? We know that he has no con- 
sideration whatever for our people‘s suf- 
ferings from the subway service jam.

“‘I feel that the hope of the present 
situation is in the possibility of an en- 
tire change, and in the election of the 
Coalition candidates,’’ the preacher said. 

‘““I know Mr. Curran personally—nat- 
urally, as I am his rector—and 
strongly do I desire his leadershfp of 
character and capability in our tangled 
and distressed civic affairs fhat I have 
ventured to make this statement in be- 
half not of Mr. Curran but ourselves.’’ 

Dr. Reiland took the Hylan Adminis- 
tration to task for many causes. ‘‘ The 
four years of board meeting confusions;

has the support of not only a majority 
of baseball officials, but of the public 
at large. There is little doubt that _the 
rule will be abrogated during the Win- 


|ter meetings of the National and Amer- 


ican Leagues. But as long as the rule 
remains on the statute books it must be 
enforced. Commissioner Landis has no 
alternative in the matter. As High 
Commissioner of Baseball it is his duty 
to see'that all of the rules and regula- 
tions governing the sport are enforced. 
Whether he regards those rules as good 
or bad ones cannot énter into his de- 
cisions. His duties require simply that 
he decide whether a rule has been vio- 
lated or not, and if it has, to mete out 
such punishment as the enforcement of 
discipline demands. 

While in this city Judge Landis inti- 
mated that he regarded the rule in ques- 
tion as one that needed modification, if 
not total elimination from the laws of 
baseball; but since the rule was still in 
existence, he was determined to see that 
violation of it would not go unpuntshed. 
He certainly cannot be censored for his 
stand in the matter. He had no choice. 

Ruth has declared that it is his inten- 
tion to visit Judge Landis in Chicago 
and apologize for his actions. At that 
time he will personally explain to the 
Commissioner just how he was led to 
err. It is probable that Judge Landis 
will withhold his decision in the case 
until after that conference. Just what 
punishment he deems the offense calls 
for he has not intimated. 

To those who are conversant with all 
the facts in the matter, it seems that 4 
fine should be sufficient. Were Ruth to 
be suspended for any time during the 
playing season next year the club would 
be the sufferer. And why the club 
should be male to pay for any miscon- 
duct by one or more of its players after 
the close-of the regular season is diffi- 
cult to understand. Certainly 
Ruppert and Huston and Manager Hug- 
gins were in no way responsible for 
Ruth's mistake; in fact, they did all in 
their power to prevent Ruth from strid- 
ing off the straight and narrow. 

lt is hard to believe that there would 
be one dissenting voice among the fans, 
club owners or other players if Ruth 
were let off with a fine and no suspen- 
sion. The majority agree that it is a

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 23.—Production 
of steel ingots is running at a rate 
slightly above 35 per cent. of capacity, 
representing a slight improvement over 
the rate in September. There has been 
a progressive increase in steel produc- 
tion since the middle of July, but the 
present volume of buying of finished 
steel products does not indicate that 
there will be any further increase in 
production in the near future. 

In the last three months the rate of 
steel production has almost doubled. It 
seems altogether probable that all this 
gain will be held. But the buying con- 
tinues to be of the hand-to-mouth char- 
acter. Last uly, when buyers were 
drawing upon stocks, the productgon of 
steel ingots was only 28 per cent. of the 
produetion in July, 1920. Freight ton- 
mileage on the railroads in July was 
70 per cent. of the amount in the pre- 
ceding July, while bank debits were 82 
per cent. 

While prices, wages and salaries de- 
creased more than 18 per cent., the 
physical volume of business and ser- 
vice represented in the bank debits 
increased from 1920 to 1921.

The steel industry 
has now recovered from that sub-nor- 
mal condition produced by the neces- 
sity of liquidating stocks in distribut 
ers’ hands, and the recovery is perma- 
nent—the stocks are gone. 

There continues to be a wide diver- 
gence in the rates at which different 
branches of the finished steel industry 
are operating. The sheet mills are run- 
ning generally at from 70 to 90 per cent., 
the tin plate mills at an average of 
50 per cent., the pipe and wire 
riills at various rates from 40 to 60 per 
cent. and the bar, shape, plate and 
rail mills at various rates under 30 per 
cent. 

Steel prices are not declining, on the 
whole, but hardly definitely advancing.

As buying of steel products and pig 
iron has been for immediate require- 
ments, buyers have had no leeway in 
which to postpone purchases so as to get 
the benefit of market declines when 
freight rates are reduced. But both 
furnacemen and steel makers are very 
chary about admitting that they will 
have any saving to pass on to buyers. 
A common view is that present prices 
discount prospective freight rate reduc. 
tions. 

The pig iron markets generally have 
been very quiet in the last week, but 
prices have not yielded in any district.

ress for some time in anticipation of 
such an eventuality. The experience 
obtained by dealers, Jobbers and, manu- 
facturers during the war and in the 
previous transportation tie-ups fortifies 
the building industry in the face of the 
present pending emergency, and at the 
week end various phases of this prepara- 
tion were apparent in different depart- 
ments.

Dock Commissioner Hulbert Sug- 
gests Remedy for Harbor Pollution. 


Dock Commissioner Hulbert yesterday 
made public a letter he sent to Congress- 
man S. Wallace Dempsey, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors, regarding a bill introduce@ for 
the abatement of the oil refuse nuisance. 
Commissioner Hulbert said that the con- 
tributing causes to the nuisance could 
be divided into two classes; namely, the 
waste material discharged by oil-burn- 
ing ships upon their arrival in port and 


the waste discharged by industrial 
plants located on or near the water- 
front. 

‘Legislation of a prohibitive char- 
acter does not, in my opinion, serve s0 
effectively to abate a so-called necessary 
evil as the sane and logical method of 
constructive regulation,’’ he wrote. ‘‘ In 
other words, it seems to me that the 
essence of the solution of this problem 
is not to tell the offenders what they 
can’t do but to provide a method by 
which they.can do it lawfully. 

‘““ The bunkered tanks must bo cleaned 
out upon the arrival of a ship and the 
waSte material must be disposed of. In 
my judgment specially equipped scows 
should be provided to receive: the dis- 
charge of this waste material, accom- 
panied by legislation directing its dis- 
position in that manner and forbidding 
it in any other way—with a substantial 
penalty for violation thereof.’’
